3. Spray the inside of the cooler, avoid breathing the solution in, and protect your eyes by
wearing goggles.

» Demob list will be posted on the Information board at the Live Oak Staging
Area and the Simmons Road ICP with Demob (Travel) Dates. This is your
actual demob date and not your last work day that is listed in the IAP.

» Check-out will start with vehicle inspections at the Live Oak Staging Area.
Ground Support will complete vehicle post inspections. Pink and Yellow
copies of the vehicle inspection form will be given to the resource
demobing. The only exception to this will be post inspections for heavy
equipment which will be completed at Bladen Lakes State Forest.

» Resources will then come to the Simmons Road ICP to complete the demob
process. Resources should first go the Demob Unit Leader to get there
Demobilization Checkout form (ISC-221).
